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Eight persons arrested 


Religious, counter-religious 
femonstrations in Capital 


Bight persons were detained by 
Jerusalem police yesterday paid 
after a day of demonstrations by 
Scores of chanting religious zealots 
which culminated in the stoning of 
three Egged buses in the Mea 
Shearim Quarter after nightfall. 


In the late afternoon, some 50 
members of the ultra-Orthodox 
Natorei Karta sect marched out of 
Mea Shearim behind their leader, 
Rabbi Amram _ Blav. Chanting 
“Shabbes” at passing cers, they 
proceeded to the entrance of the 
city, followed by bands of secular 
youths who ‘jeered and taunted them 
88 the way. Under the mwatchful 
eyes of the police, they later march- 
ed back to Mea Shearim via Rehov 
Malithei Yisrael. There was some 
stone-throwing along the way be- 
tween the Orthodox and secular 
groups, but nobody was hurt and 


the police hastened to break up the, 


fracas without making ‘any arrests. 


At 5 p.m. acounter-demonstration 
against “religious coercion” was 
mounted by blue-shirted members of 
the Hashomer Hatza'iry youth move- 
ment (Mapam) at Kikar Hadavidka. 
Displaying placards demanding “An 
End to Religious Hooliganism,” the 
young Mapam demonstrators passed 
out leaflets to passersby which 
stated: Gangs of stone-throwens are 
trying to intimidate the public and 
the country’s institutions. ‘Through 
acts of violence, a negligible 
minority has succeeded In defeating 
Egged and seriously disrupting ea- 
Sential public services.” 


‘The Mapam demonstration broke 


up peacefully after the singing of. 
“Hatikva” and the “Internztionale.” 

After nightfall, the focus of action 
shifted to Mea where 
scores of men and boys blocked the 
quarter's maln street with a garbage 
truck. As police removed the barrier, 
one of thelr jeeps was struck by 

stones, 

The last incident was the stoning 
of three Egged buses on Rehov 
Mea Shearim, following which the 
bus company stopped its service to 
the quarter for the rest of the 
evening. In addition to detaining 
eight persons, the police also ar- 
rested a mumber of young boys 
but released them later on. 


SABBATH ᾿ 
FILMING OUT 


TEL AVIV. — Shooting of the 
film being made by Assi Dayan, 
son of the Defence Minister; waa 
halted by police yesterday, the 
‘Sabbath. 

Paasers-by, most of them bound 
for synagogue, had called in po- 
lice after cameras were set up 
at the corner of Nahmani, Mel- 
chett and Montefiore, in the heart 
of Tel Aviv. Dayan is making 
a film called “Half and Half.” 

The shouting match between 
cameramen, technicians and Sab- 
bath observers nearly reached the 
stage of blows. Police finally per- 
suaded the camera teams to leave 
the site with the argument that 
they did not have a permit for 
Sabbath work. (Ttim) 


Diplomat grade hearings 
adjourned — no action

The Ministry of Tourism has 
received another setback in its bid 
to -have the grade of the Diplomat 
Hotel in Jerusalem reduced from 
five stars (Deluxe) to four stars. 
The Appeals Committee, which 
heard Diplomat owner Haim Schiff’s 
appeal against the Ministry's grade- 
reduction order, adjourned on Fri- 
day without completing the hearing. 
The -Ministry's request to continue 
the hearing durihg the Courts’ six- 
week recess because of the urgent 
nature of the case was turned down. 
‘The’ Committe also refused to 
consider the Ministry’s request to 
éancel the, interim injunction sus- 
pending implementation of the or- 
der to reduce the. hotel grade, which 


Mr, Schiff had won earlier. The. 
Ministry claimed that the hotel 
failed to cormply with the conditions 
of the order and that therefore it 
should ‘be cancelled. 

In the meantime, the Ministry 
has received two further letters of 
complaint against the Diplomat Ho- 
tel in the past week. These letters 
include charges that the hotel, 
which ig ΘΕ] under construction, 
constitutes a danger to life and 
limb, that the service is poor, that 
noise and dirt disturb the 
and that in no way does the hotel 
measure up to its deluxe 

The Appeals Committee decision 
not to sit again,for at least another 
six weeks means that the hotel can 
continue to charge over [1200 for 
bed and breakfast per couple while 
construction work continues. 


_ Inscription 
unearthed at 
Tel Beersheba

TEL AVIV. — An ancient Hebrew 
fjoscription has been discovered 
during diggings in Tel Beersheba 
by the Tel Aviv University archaeo- 
logical mission headed by Prof. 
Yohanan Aharoni, He reported on 
the dig at a lecture at Museum 
Ha‘aretz yesterday. 


The find consists of a clay plug 
for a pot bearing the scarab stamp 
which was the royal Insignia of 
the Kingdom of Judea. The in- 
scription reads: “le’ovadna" plus a 
third row bearing the name of 
Ovadia’s father, The Professor con- 
siders that this rare find was the 
plug of a wine or oll canister 
offered as a tithe. 

The mission has dug up many 
pieces of pottery in what was the 
storehouse building. They have 
come upon massive walis and re- 
lcs of fortifications on the out- 
skirts of the tel, indicating an 
unusually strong fortress for the 
period of the Kings. They have 
reason to believe that the building 
could have been a palace. The 
diggers have also uncovered shards 
with inscriptions in Aramaic and 
a Roman fortress. 

Some 250 Israeli and foreign 
students are taking part in the 
dig as part of their studies in 
archaeology and history. The mis- 
ston took on another 40 French 
youngsters at the special request 
of the Tourism Ministry.

French commentators see

PARIS. — french commentators 
yesterday linked the surprise moves 
towards normalised relations be- 
tween the US. and People’s China 
with the Peking Government's 
efforts to expand Its influence ia 

the Middle East. 

‘Le Monde’s” Middie East affairs 
editor Bric Rouleau wrote that the 
fruita of this policy were visible in 
the recent recognition of the Mao 
regime by Kuwait and 
Libya, two “of the most anti-com- 


and munist members of the Arab 
world. Only three of the Arab 
League's 34 partners —- Jordan, 


Saudi Arabia and Lebanon —- still 
scorned diplomatic ties with Pek- 


ing. 

Rouleau added: “It ts likely that 
the deterioration of the situation 
π᾿ the Middle East wii favour 
Chinese influence to the detriment 
of that of the Soviet Union. By 


“all accounts, the role of Mao's 


China will become capital the day 
it enjoys a veto right in the Se- 
curity Council and thus becomes 
able to block the projects of the 
other Big Four, including that of 
getting the entire Arab world to 
recognise the existence of a Jew- 
ish state in the Middle Hast.” 

Conservative “T'Aurore” said that 
after their latest moves to make 
friends with the U.S. it would be 
difficult for Mao Tse-tung and Chou 
En-lai to continue organizing guer- 
rilla operations In the Near East, 
Africa and South America.
